No pedigree in the English or American herd 
book is looked upon with greater favor than the grand old Duchess of 
Gloster breeding. Like the Victorias, they are descended in an unbroken 
line of the very best and most desirable breeding. In the hands of Mr. 
Cruickshank they have produced some of the most famous sires ever pro- 
duced in the herd. At the time of the dispersion of the Cruickshank herd 
21st Duchess of Gloster was considered the most famous female in the herd.

The Lavenders—are everywhere conceded to be one of the very first 
of the Sittyton tribes. Their origin is the same as that of the Lancasters 
from which Mr. Pickrel’s great bull, Imp. Baron Booth of Lancaster was 
bred; and many of the most valuable cattle ever brought out from Scotland 
have borne the Lavender name. Probably the grandest cow ever owned 
by Col. Harris at Linwood was Imp. Lavender 56th of this same family. 
One of the greatest champion show bulls of England in recent years is 
Count Lavender, the property of Dean Willis. Asaclass, the Lavenders 
are distinguished for their finish, flesh and quality.

Cruickshank’s Orange Blossoms—are descended from Jessie by 
Sovereign. This family is from the same foundation as the Queen of 
Beautys coming through Queen of Scotland, a daughter of Edith Fairfax 
by Sir Thomas Fairfax (5796), whose daughter, Queen of the South, was 
one of the greatest cows in her day in all Scotladd. Mr. Marr’s great bull 
William of Orange was one of the noted Orange Blossom family, as was 
also the prize winner, Imp. Orange Blossom 18th, sold in 1876 for $3,500, 
and considered almost a model of perfection. She had much to do with 
bringing Scotch cattle into the popular favor they enjoy.
